Germany, Italy, end Japan 


The German and Italian Armed Forces, a+ well as the Japanese Army and 
Navy, herewith conclude e military agreement: in the spirit of the Tripartite 
Pact of 27 September 1940 and in connection with the agreement between Germany, 
Italy, and Japan of 11 December i941 to secure the operational co-operation 
among themselves and to destroy at soon as possible the fighting pover of 
the enemy. 


Te Division of the zones for operations, 


The German and Jtalian Armed Forces as well as the Japanese Army end 
Navy will carry out the required operations within the zones assigned to them 
as follows; 


1. Japan. 


(a) The waters eastward from about 70°, Fast longitude, to the 
West Coast of the American Continent, as vell as the continent 
and islands (Australia, Netherlands, Fest Indies, New Zealand, 
etc.) which are situated in these wators. 


(>) The Asiatic Continent Fast of about 70°, Fast longitude. 
2. Germany and Italy. 
(a) The wators vestvard from about 70°, Zast longitude, to tho Fast 


Coast of the American Oontinent as well as the continent and 


islands (Africa, Iceland, etc.) which are situated in these 
vaters,. 


(6) The Near Fest, the Middle Pact and Furope vestwards from about 
70°, Fast longitude. 


3+ In the Jndian Ocean the operations may be carried out beyond the 
zone-borders /zone limits/ agreed upon above according to the eituation, 


J1. General Operations Tlan. 


1. Japan. 
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will, working together with the German and Italian operations 
ageinst England and the U.S.A., carry out the operations in the South 
Sea Area and in the Pacific. 


(a) She will destroy important Fnglish, United States, and Netherlands 
bases in Greater Fast Asia, /and/ attack or occupy their territories 
in that area.

(bo) She will seek the annihilation of the North American and Fnglish 
land, sea, and air forces in the Pecific and the Tndien Ocean, in 
order to secure for herself the control of the seas in the Vestern 
Pacific. 


(c) J£ the North American ond Inglish fleets concentrate largely in the 
Atlantic, Japan will reinforce her_cormerce reiding /Nandelskrieg/ 
in the entire area of the Tacizic and the Mdian Ocean and, in addition, 
send part of her naval forces to the Atlantic anc there collaborate 
directly with the German and Ttalian Navies. 


2. Germany and Jtaly. 


will, in cooperation with the Japanese operations in the South 
Sea Area and the Pacific, carry out the operations agsinst England 
and the United Statcs of America. 


(a) They will destrcy important English and tited States bases in 
the Near Fast and tviddle Fast, in the Mediterranean Sea and the 
Atlantic, attack or occupy their territerics in that area. 


(b) They will seek the annihilation of the English and American land, 
sea, and air forces in the Atlantic and the Mediterranean Sea, 
and the destruction of cnemy commerce. 


(c) If the English and United States fleets concentrate largely in 
the Pacific, Germany and Italy will send part of their naval 
forces to the Pacific and there colisborate directly with the 
Japanese Navy.

™ witness thereof the Chief of the "igh Commence of the Germen Armed 
Forces, the Plenipotentiary of the High Command of the Italian Armed Forces 
and the Tlenipotentieries of the Chicf of the Imperial Japsncse General Staff 
and of the Chief of the Impcrial Japanese Naval General Staff have signed 
this agreement. 


Drawn up in German, Ttelien, and Japanese original in Berlin on 18 
January 1942 - in the 20th year of the Fascist Era - corresponding to the 
day of the first month of the 17th yoar of the Syma Era.
